Adjacent build- 
ings, including two store houses for fixed 
ammunition, were riddled with the frag- 
ments and the quarters of the eleven 
marines composing the garrison were 
completely demolished.

But 
attention is now called to the fact that 
this treaty was made with New Granada, 
a nation of which Colombia formed only 
a fraction, and there is notning to_ pre- 
vent the United States government from 
recognizing further subdivision of the 
territory of Granada. This conclusion 
may have an important bearing on the 
future canal project as indieating that 
the United States is not absolutely bound 
to make a treaty with Colombia alone if 
it wishes to open a canal.

Colombia, Novembé@r 4.—The 
revolution which occurred yesterday and 


Panama, 


which resulted in the proclamation of 
independence of the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama, was not unexpected. Since Sunday 
last all kinds of rumors had been in cir- 
culation, but it was not unti) Tuesday 
night that the hour long looked forward 
to by the inhabitants of Panama arrived. 


For two days previously groups of people 


| had been gathering about the town dis- 


cussing the situation, which cauSed alarm 
upon the part of the authorities, for the 


houses of Dr. Manuel Amador, Joseph 


Arango and Frederico Boyd and other 
leaders of the popular movement were 
watched by the police, but the revo- 
lutionists, fearlessly, in and outside of 
their residences, issued their ordefs and 
their plans were carried out. 

£ignal Is Given. 

The revolutionists decided upon 8 p. m. 
as the hour to proclaim the independ- 
ence of the isthmus, but a change oc- 
curred in their plans and wogd was sent 
Santa Anna, where over 2,000 men 
had congregated, for the revolutionists 
to disperse unti] 7 p. m., but they were 
already marchigg toward the Plaga Chi- 
riqui, cheering enthusiastically for the in- 
dependence of the isthmus. Thereupon, 
signal was given to General Huertas, of 
the revolutionary forces, who, in the 
name of the republic of Panama, arregted 
General Tovar and his staff and es- 
corted them to police headquarters amidst 
wild cheering for the new republic, for 
Dr. Amador, and for the other leaders of 
the revolution. The flag of the republic 
of Panama was then formally hoisted. 

The cause of the revolution may be 
briefly summed up as being the result 
of the action of the congress of (Co- 
lombia at Bogota in rejecting the Hay- 
Herran canal treaty. The Panamans 
are almost to a man in favor of the con- 
struction of the canal the United 
States, and it had repeatedly been prophe- 
sied before and after the meeting of

SO SENATOR GORMAN

This was Senator Gorman’s brief com- 
ment today on the democratic victory in 
his own state. in which he played such 
a conspicuous and effective part. Sen- 
ator Gorman Washington this 
morning from his country home at Lau- 
rel, Md., to look after some private bus- 
iness in connection with the house he 
and his family will occupy this winter. 
As he walked along the streets he was 
greeted cordially and congratulated upon 
the great battle he had helped to win. 
He modestly accepted the kind words of 
his friends, but expressed no surprise 
because the democratic party had won. 


Gorman’s Son Elec‘*ed. 

He said he was naturally gratified at 
the outcome, for the fight had been sharp 
and in some instances bitter. Not only 
was he interested in the success Of his 
party, but he had a fatherly interest in 
the election in Howard county, where his 
son and namesake was elected to the 
state senate. 

In view of the delay in the official re- 
turne, it was generally expected that 
Senator Gorman might spend today in 
Baltimore, near democratic headquartefs, 
but he was assured late last night that 
the state had gone democratic by a safe 
majority and the party managers would 
look after a fair count of the ballots, 
This morning he received further assur- 
ance from headquarters that the déeémo- 
crats would probably have 12,00 to 14,- 
000 plurality, and being satistied as to ihe 
result, he left the managers at head- 
quartets to rejoice among themselves ag 
he did not fee] that they needed any en- 
couragement from him in their celebra- 
tion. There was nothing in his manner 
as he sat in his private office, behind a 
pile of ietters and telegrams of congratu- 
lations, to indicate that he had been 
the cehtral figure in one of the fiercest 
political contests ever fought out in the 
state Of Maryland. Apparently uncon- 
scious of what his friends are saying as 
to his political future, he chatted pleas 
antly with The Constitution correspond- 
ent about the general result of yester- 
day's contest, which he summed up in a 
single sentence «lioted above. 

Justified in Attacking Roosevelt. 

With a record of having been four times 
elected to the United States senate from 
Maryland, the senator naturally assumes 
that he has nothing to apologize for 
when he goes before the people of Mary- 
land. He believes that he was justified 
in taking issue with the administration 
on thé race problem, and he feels that 
his appeal to the business interests of the 
country was not in vain. 

It is said that after his first speech vf 
the campaign, made in the little town of 
Highlands ten days ago, the democratic 
forces took the aggressive in the fight and 
never wavered in the struggle until the 
ballots were counted. Independents, whe 
have not voted the straightout demo- 
cratic ticket in the past ten years, came 
out yesterday and worked and voted for 
the democracy. On the other hand, the 
republicans were badly demoralized, and 
while Representative Wachter was openly 
knifing the republican ticket in Baltimore, 
Representative Sidney Mudd failed 0 
vote, being confined to a hospital] in this 
city by temporary indisposition.

His marriage to Miss Robertson, who is 
35 years of age, was to have taken place 
at her parents’ home on Baltimore av- 
enue. The house was tastefully decorated 
for the occasion and a large number of 
guests had been invited. Miss Robert- 
s0n’s brother went to Chester this after- 
noon to accompany his prospective broth- 
er in law to this city, but shortly before 
the time fixed for their arriva] at the 
home of the bride a telephone message 
was delivered to her that Warren had 
committed suicide.

who began arriving for the ceremony 
were permitted to see her.

Famous Author and Politician Had Hot Words With

As a man 
of indomftatNe personal courage, Mz. 
Watson is noted, He did not hesti- 
tate to demand an explanation. Nor did 
the other hesitate. He admitted having 
made statements about Mr. Watson, 
whom he proceeded to curse, 

A personal difficulty was averted 
through the interference of bystanders 
at the time, but Mr. Watson’s antagoni 
has several brothers and kinsmen, who 
rallied, heavily armed, to his support. 

Then Mr. Watson concluded that it 
was time for him to make greater pro- 
vision for his safety than his bare hands 
afforded. He went to a hardware store 
and secured a double-barreled shotgun. 
He walked out upon the street, and anly 
by chance was fire not opened by the op- 
posing parties.

SEISMIC JARS 
MADE “EM QUAKE 


St Lovis, Memphis and Uther 
Cities Shaken by Earthquake, 


Occupants of Tall Buildings Were 
Panic-Stricken and Rushed Into 
the Streets—Reports Show 
That No Damage Was 
Done. 


St. Louis, Mo., November 4.—A distinct 
earthquake shock was felt here about 
noon which caused considerable alarm. 

Some of those in the high buijdings hur- 
ried to the ground before their windows 
ceased to rattle. At the store of R. H. 
Harris, where the shock was plainly felt, 
several persons became frightened and 
rushed out into the street. Immediately 
after the shock the weather bureau was 
besieged by inquiries by telephone from 
all parts of the city for information about 
the earthquake. 

A long-distance telephone message from 
Louisiana, Mo., about 10 miles north of 
St. Louis, says: 

“An earthquage shock was experienced 
here at 12:18 this afternoon. Reports 
from Clarksville, 16 miles south; Bowl- 
ing Green. !2 miles west, and other places 
in Pike county, say it was plainly felt 
there also. No damage resulted here 
from the shock. 

Frank Buffman, manager of the t¢l- 
ephone exchange here, says the building 
in which his office is located rocked and 
the chandeliers swung perceptibly. 

“It was felt throughout the city and 
nearly every building shook,” said Mr. 
Buffman. “A farmer called up from 
near Clarkeville and said all the dishes 'n 
his house had been shaken off the 
shelves.’’ 

About one hour later another shock is 
reported to have been felt. It was less 
severe than the first. 7 

Two Shocks at Memphis. 

Memphis, November 4.—Two distinct 
earthquake shocks were felt here shortly 
after 12 o'clock today. No damage re- 
sulted in Memphis or vicinity but the 
occupants of the principal office build- 
ings made hasty exits to the streets. The 
first shock occurred at 12:16 p. m., while 
the second was timed at 1:13 o'clock. 
Many buildings swayed and in the Busi- 
ness Men’s Club the chandeliers were 
broken. In the Dquitable, Randolph and 
Scimitar buildings, three of the largest 
office structures in the city, the shocks 
were especially noticeable and caused 
consternation among the tenants. 

Reports from surrounding towns tell of 
earthquake shocks, but no serious dam- 
age is reported. The vibrations were felt 
as far south as Grenada, Miss. 

Chattanoos'a Is Shaken.

1:27 p. m. today a slight earthquake 
shock was felt in the eastern part of 
the city along the railroads and a more 
severe one on Lookout Mountain which 
rattled windows audibly.

Objected to Award Increasing Pay of 
Street Car Men. 

New York, November 4.—The decision 
of the commission in the San Francisco 
street railway wage afrbitration handed 
down today, awards an increase of I0 
per cent in wages to employees employed 
for two years prior to April |, 1903, and 
of 5 per cent to those of less service. 
Hours were left unchanged and the wage 
rate was deemed effective from May |, 
1903, to May 1, 1904. The award was 
written by Oscar §S. Straus, and assented 
to by W. D. Mahon, Colonel Patrick Cal- 
houn declining to concur. 

The award finds that the wage standard 
on the Pacific slope and in San Fran- 
cisco is higher than elsewhere in the 
United States and that there has been 
an advance in the cost of living since 
April, 1902.

DEATH ON TRAIL 
OF ARMENIANS

Two More Were Shot Dead 
in London Yesterday, 


The Assassin Then Turned Weapon 
on Himself—Terror Reigns Among 
Armenians Who Are At- 
tending the Convention 
in London. 


London, November 4.—The dramatic 
murder of Sagatel Sagouni, president of 
the Armenian Revolutionary Society in 
London, ow the night of October 26, was 
followed this afternoon by the assassl- 
of two delegates to the 
Armenian convention here, The suicide 
of the assassin, though he has not yet 
been identified, gives good reason to be- 
that he also was the slayer of 
Sagounil, The murders Were carried out 
in the most daring manner, more go than 
was the asassination of Sagounl, They

Identity of Assassins. 

It is believed that the fdentity of the 
assassin may remain unsolved unless he 
has been previously in the hands of the 
police, when the sears on his face may 
render identification easy. 

The costume of the assassin was of a 
curlous mixture. A new light overcoat 
and a new black derby hat gave him a 
respectable exterior, but his serge suit 
was extremely ragged and his shoes were 
much worn. His shirt was shabby while 
his underclothes were new and of fine 
quality. In his pocket he carried a cloth 
cap apparently that is sald to have been 
bought by the slayer of Sagouni on the 
night of the latter’s assassination. It 
was much too large and its size had 
been reduced by several rough stitches. 
It' is evident that the plan of the as- 
sassin in making his escape had been to 
discard his overcoat and the derby hat 
and tO wear the cap which would have 
given him the appearance of a disrepu- 
table street loafer, but his escape being 
cut off he determined to commit suicide 
rather than to submit to capture. 

Armenians in Terror. 

This series of crimes in a hitherto quiet 
suburb has brought terror to the Afme- 
nians who fear to leave their headquar- 
ters except under police protection. The 
police while believing that the murder 
of Sagouni and the assassination of the 
Armenians today are identical, fearing 
a continuation of the murderous vendetta, 
point to the ease with which the assas- 
sin escaped them after the killing of Sa- 
gouni. It indicates, they say, that the 
murderer was harbored and given another 
set of clothing by accomplices. 

A prominent police officer said tonight 
to the Associated Press: 

“We are utterly in the dark regarding 
this case, Heretofore we have looked 
upon the Armenians as an inoffensive 
class and h@&ve not coupled them with 
nihilists or anarchists with whom We are 
well acquainted. There is not a man in 
Scotland Yard who is at all familiar 
with the Armenians in London. We don’t 
know where ‘to begin the work of un- 
raveling these well arranged and suc- 
ceSsfully carried out killings.”’

In the 
matter of cotton goods alone the state- 
ment is made that the preference shown 
American this treaty, as 
against foreign cotton goods will increase 
the cotton exports of the United States 
to Cuba at least $6,000,000 per year. 

“I presume the extra session will last 
until the regular begins on the 
first Monday in December. In the regu- 
lar session the republicans will enact as 
little legislation This. will 
be the last session of congress before the 
presidential election of 1904, and partisan 
advantages will be played for. There will 
hardly be any new legislation affecting 
the currency or the tariff. I look to 
gee only routine matters of legislation at- 
tended to. 

‘T have heard some talk of there be- 
ing no river and harbor legislation, but I 
look to see the river and harbor bill pass- 
ed. The demand for it, I think, will be 
too great to be resisted. 

Poor Outlook for Brunswick. 

“Brunswick, I fear, will get very 
much in the bill, although I do not know 
what the engineers have recommended. 
The $40,000 appropriated in the last bill 
to obtain an additional foot of water on 
our outer bar has never been expended. 
The engineers have been waiting for the 
use of the dredge boat CurNeerland, but 1 
am not yet advised as to when they ex- 
pect to put it on our bar. The $125,000 
appropriated for our inner harbor in the 
the last bill has not yet been all expended. 

“There should be an additional appro- 
priation for Jekyl creek, and Clubb and 
Plantction creeks should be connected by 
@ canal so as to furnish an inside pas- 
sage from our harbor to the Altamaha 
river. IT hope for satisfactory appropria- 
tions for the Altamaha river, for the 
Oconee and the Ocmulgee rivers. and a 
eufficient amount for further jm- 
provement and maintenance of our inner 
harbor. 

“I hope the congress will furnish an ad- 
ditional appropriation for further experi- 
ments in the manufacture of sirup at 
Waycross, and I shall ask for an 
appropriation for che special study of 
‘sea island’ cotton in our section. The 
diseases attacking the ‘sea island’ cotton 
plant in this section presents a very seri- 
ous question and unless some remedy is 
found for them the ‘sea island’ cotton in- 
dustry will go down. Many of the far- 
mers are already discouraged. 

“Valdosta is entitled to a public build- 
ing for the accommodation of the federal 
court at that point, and if any public 
building legislation at all is enacted I 
expect to see Valdosta get a building. 

“I suppose we will have considerable 
talk this winter about the next demo-

For the reason that it appears not im- 
probable that the building of the new 
depot will be delayed beyond next year, 
the municipal exhibit at St. oLuis is an 
uncertain proposition, The exhibit is to 
be a building which will be a reproduc- 
tion of the new Atlanta depot, but the 
city officials will not undertake to re- 
produce such a structure if one does not 
exists. 

Forrest Adair has given instructions to 
his attorneys, Messrs. Rosser & Bran- 
don, to enjoin the Southern from closing 
Nelson street if authority is given by the 
city to do so.

Fiscalitis proceeds from the microbe 
Classified in the get-rich-quick section 
of parasitic growths in the human sys- 
tem. It creates an overmastering 
thirst for the golden-hued wine of divi- 
dends.

Our Public School System. 

Editor Constitution: The American com- 
mon school is the most original and 
characteristic development of our Amer!- 
can civilization. The idea of a system 
of public instruction maintained by pub- 
lic funds, and opened for the benefit of 
all classes was altogether new and un- 
heard of, save in the contemplation of 
some Utopian dreamer. But here it has 
been transformed into a real, living prin- 
ciple. The founders of this republic 
recognized education as the most potent 
safeguard of our democratic institutions. 

Count Bismark, Germany's man of iron 
will, never gave utterance to a truer 
saying when he said: “The nation which 
has the schools has the future.’’ In ap- 
plying this same ‘thought to our case, it 
may be said with equal gertainty: ““The 
state, county or city, which has the 
schools has the future.” 

It has long been the aecepted theory 
that the state should make adequate pro- 
visions to meet the demands for this pop- 
ular education. The difference, however, 
between our state and many of the states 
in the unfon is that they have completed 
their systems of popular education and 
we have barely begun. 

The public school system as now known 
in Georgia sprang up since the civil war, 
and was essentially the outgrowth of 
the many changes effected by it. ‘‘Most 
of the states in the south,” says Dr. 
Orr, ‘in adopting new constitutions under 
the reconstruction acts, incorporated into 
the fundamental law the public school 
policy."’ Georgia formed no exception to 
this rule. In her constitution of 1!868, 
she provided for ‘‘a thorough system of 
general education to be forever free to 
all the children of the state.’”’ Two years 
later, in October, 1870, the first public 
school law was enacted, and under this 
act the first organization was perfected. 

For us to follow in detail account all 
the legislative changes that have been 
made in our system since 1870 would be- 
come tedious and serve just here no 
practical purpose. It ‘is the present 
about which we should be most con- 
cerned. Let us study briefly the needs, 
conditions, and defects of our present sys- 
tem, What they are, and what they teach 
us. 

lt is my purpose, first, to place before 
vou for your consideration some plain, 
simple facts; and in them I believe we

The census of !898 gives 
to the state of Georgia a school popula- 
tion. of 665,000 children of school age. 

Right-ninths of these children are found 
in rural districts. They go to school 
less ‘than one hundred days in a year. 
They are taught by teachers who receive 
on an average less than $130 for their 
services per annum. Why, just think of 
it, the ordinary day laborers in the pine 
woods of south Georgia receive as much 
pay for their work day by day as we 
pay to the average district school teach- 
er, and still the teachers are expected to 
be thoroughly fitted and equipped for the 
great task that is before them. I ask, 
how in the name of common reason can 
we expect better schools, until our teach- 
ers are better paid, thus giving an op- 
portunity for a _ better preparation to 
meet the urgent demands of this re- 
sponsible profession, 

The value of the unselfish service, which 
rural district teachers are render- 
ing to the state, is vastly beyond the 
amount of pay they receive. And fur- 
thermore to make the situation more de- 
pressing and aggravating they are not 
paid with any regularity and promptness 
the little pittance they earn. In many 
cases they have been compelled to dis- 
count their small claims at unusually 
large rates of interest. Such being the 
condition of affairs, is it any surprise to 
our best teachers drifting out of 
country into the towns and cities, 
they may secure nine months’ 
and nine months’ prompt pay: 
Many of our most substantial and suc- 
cessful farmers have already begun to 
move into the towns that they may avail 
themselves of the better educational ad- 
vantages for their children. This move- 
ment will inevitably produce a dearth 
in our agricultural interests. The farms 
will fall into the control of a careless 
and ignorant class of renters and la- 
borers, whose only concern will be to 
“cheat the soll’ out of all they can. Our 
rural population will fal] behind the on- 
ward march of progress.

CEMENT PLANT OPENS SOON 


Million-Dollar Factory About Ready 
for Business—No Competition 
in the South—Will Em- 
ploy Two Hundred 
Men. 


Rockmart, Ga., November 4.—(Special.) 
The plant of the Southern States Port- 
land Cement Company, representing an 
investment of about $1,000,000, in an en- 
tirely new branch of manufacturing en- 
terprise for this section of the south, is 
about completed and will shortly be ready 
to execute orders for material. 

This company was formed as the result 
of the discovery here of large quantities 
of limestone or cement rock and shales 
from which a high grade of cemert can 
be made.. The company secured 400 
acres in Polk county, containing immense 
deposits of this material and has erected 
extensive works for the manufacture of 
cemént. Before this discovery, all the 
cement made in the United States was 
produded in Pennsylvania and before 
that all of it had to be imported for 
building purposes. It is estimated that 
the Polk county deposits will last 100 
years. During last year eighteen million 
barrels of Portland cement were used in 
the United States, 

The plant here is equipped with im- 
proved machinery and all necessary ap- 
pliances for handling an extensive bust- 
ness. About 300 men have been em- 
ployed on the ground since January |}. 
The regular force will consist of 200 men 
and the company has erected a commo- 
dious hotel]. and a number of comfortable 
cottages for their accommodation.

The 
shorts were extremely nervous early in 
the day, and they bought on a heavy 
scale, and consequently the inference was 
drawn that the short interest was large. 
There was also a notable degree of sup- 
port as the day wore on, and such support 
increased the nervousness of the bears, 
The bullishness was in a large measure 
due to the estimate of a Liverpool author- 
ity—Ellison—placing the world’s require- 
ments of American cotton for the season 
at 10,877,000 bales of 500 pounds each. 
This estimate was figured to be all the 
more bullish since there was an increasing 
tendency among traders to modify their 
guess regarding the extent of the crep 
which is now being gathered, and at the 
present time there are comparatively few 
who figure that the crop will be more 
than 10,750,000 bales. At the higher 
prices in the latter part of the day there 
was some little profit taking by bulls, 
but generally up to the close there was a 
strong undertone. Port receipts were 
figured at 90,000 bales, against 87,602 
last week and 74,838 bales last year. For 
the week estimated 425,000 bales, against 
401,912 last week and 331,!46 last year. 
At Houston today the receipts were 26,- 
246 bales, against 18,340 last year, while 
at New Orleans they were '9,642 bales. 
against 18,062 bales last year.

Some Strength Was Shown Karly, 
but Did Not Last. 


WHOLE MOVEMENT TRIVIAL 


Check to the Advance Began in the 
United States Steel Securities, 
Common and Preferred De- 
clining Sharply—Bonds 

Were W@ik. 


New York, November 4.—There was @ 
slight increase in the activity in the 
trading in stocks this morning with some 
show of strength, but neither Jasted the 
day out. The market had fallen back into 
the professiona] rut by the afternoon 
and the leve] of prices was quite gener- 
ally below Monday’s closing. In a few of 
the prominent stocks the decline reached 
a point, but the whole movement was 
trivial and the market insignificant, The 
professionals, who had the market to 
themselves, bid up prices in the morning 
in the hope that some outside demand 
would be attracted by the engagements 
of gold for impert. Their idea was that 
possible buying had been reStrained on 
Monday owing to the tendency of the hol- 
iday. The stocks of New York corpora- 
tions also shdét up this morning under 
operations by professional traders who 
based their transactions on expectations 
of possible reSults of yesterday's elec- 
tion. The opening advance was in part 
manipulated, as was shown by the tree 
selling to reahze. The movement in these 
stocks dates back to last week when 
there was a light accumulation based on 
the coming election, A batch of fairly 
1avorable railway earnings had some el- 
tect in helpi@& the opening advance, but 
the railroads were a minor feature of 
tne market all day, The check to tne ad- 
vance began in the United States Steel 
securities. Both the common and preter- 
red stocks sagged to within smali frac- 
tions of the previous low record, The 
bonds also weakened sharply and lost 
2 points on the early advances. The 
cause Ot the weakness and the source of 
selling were not very clear, but much of 
the selling was attributed to London ac- 
count and gave rise to some rumorg of 
financial trouble in London which were 
not verified. The reported intention of 
iron manutacturers to cut the price of 
pig iron still further had a depressing 
effect in the iron and steel group. It is 
feured that such a cut may be followed 
by the reduction in the price of finished 
shapes. Current reports of conditions In 
the trade were very discouraging and new 
orders were said to be at the minimum, 
The downward course of sterling ex- 
change was halted and the price of gold 
was marked up in London, Money wus 
reported In good “@pply there, however, 
leaving the question open of an advance 
in the bank rate tomorrow, which would 
be otherwise etxended. The outgo of cur- 
rency from here to the interlor continues 
unabated, the tota] of $1,100,000 being 
made up of a $700,000 shipment to New 
Orleans and $400,000 to Chicago. This is 
without allowance for the loss by the 
banks to the subtreasury since Friday of 
$3,466,000. At the rate of outgo a fur- 
ther import of gold will be looked to as 
an offset. The announcement that one 
of the smaller trust companies in St. 
Louis has decided to go into liquidation 
was without effect on the early market 
and the disturbed conditions on the isth- 
mus of Panama also seemed to be ig- 
nored. The market closed dul] and heavy.
